Therefore, when he 
gave an order he knew it could be 
carried out. A lot of commanders 
give orders without full knowl- 
edge. But not LeMay. Depending 
on their individual temperament, 
his men idolize him or entertain 
a great dislike. But not one fails 
in complete respect.

The.new civil action at Colum- 
bus alleged that on April 7 of 
this year, a number of Negro ap- 
plicants appeared to register as 
voters, without success. It said the 
rejected applicants included four 
school teachers with college de- 
grees. 

The complaint asserted the 
teachers were rejected on grounds 
of alleged inability to read cor- 
rectly and intelligibly.

War in Far East Is 
Now Up to Communists 


President Eisenhower yesterday 
warned Red China he will not hesitate to 
commit American armed forces to de- 
fense of the offshore islands of the Chi- 
nese mainland if an attack upon them 
seems to threaten security of Formosa. 


While the President did not take so 
rigid a position as to make future deci- 
sions or negotiations impossible, he served 
notice on the Red Chinese that he intends 
to fulfill this country’s commitments as 
an ally of Nationalist Chinese on For- 
mosa. He could do nothing else and hope 
to preserve this country’s position and 
prestige in Asia. 

We are faced with a difficult dilemma 
on Formosa. The question of upholding 
authority of an aging Chiang Kai-shek 
with no assurance that his Nationalist 
government will not fall apart at his 
death is one of those great gambles to 
which time alone holds the answer. 
Meanwhile, we alone are providing the 
means by which Chiang maintains his 
power. 

But to abandon Nationalist Ching in 
the face of Red China’s threats would be 
interpreted in Asig and in Red China as 
proof of weakness. The remainder of free 
Asia would be left open to accelerated 
subversion and increasing pressure from 
Red China. The prospect is a Commu- 
nist Asiatic continent. 

So if Red China and Russia have de- 
cided to take the risk, the danger of all- 
out war is very real indeed. At any rate, 
President Eisenhower has given advance 
warning of our intentions. In doing s0, 
he has the full and advance backing of 
Congress to use his own discretion.

Mr. Truman Learned 
From Bitter Experience 


Former President Truman, addressing 
the American Legion National Conven- 
tion in Chicago Wednesday, almost point 
by point disputed an earlier address by 
Secretary of Defense McElroy about the 
state of United States defenses. His bit- 
ter experience in the Korean War makes 
him something of an authority. 


Mr. Truman, taking the line of Sen. 
Stuart Symington, says the time has 
come when we must be overwhelmingly 
conscious about national security. He 
said the Soviet Union hag been prepar- 
ing for war against the United States 
since 1945 and in many areas is now su- 
perior—in scientific development, in mis- 
siles, in manpower and in the air. 

Mr. McElroy, on the other hand, 
says we still have over-all superiority 
and he sees no reason to extend our de- 
fense efforts. This, of course, has been 
the administration line all along despite 
Sputniks and other evidence of rapid So- 
viet strides, It contributes to a feeling of 
complacency and smugness about our 
own power, a feeling made to order for 
an aggressive Soviet movement. 

Probably a middle ground between 
the two positions would be nearer the 
truth, Mr, Truman himself was largely 
responsible for the Louis Johnson era. 
But this country should take a look at 
history to note what has happened to 
other great nations and civilizations who 
became fat, tired and complacent and 
were pushovers for challenges by tough, 
determined foes. 

We cannot indulge in useless day- 
dreams about our past and about our in- 
vincibility. It is the future about which 
we must worry, That future depends 
upon our will te survive and upon our 
willingness to make whatever effort 
necessary to that end. :

Mr. Simmons stated in the ar- 
ticle appearing in our paper on 
Aug. 5 that the Southern Re- 
gional Council, established in At- 
lanta in 1944, was an “offshoot 
of the old Southern Conference 
for Hun.an Welfare, which was 
dissolved in 1948 after twice be- 
ing described by the federal gov- 
ernment as ‘Communist front.’ ” 
He also said: “The Communist 
Daily Worker openly boasted that 
James E. Jackson, chief of the 
Southern branch of the U.S, Com- 
munist Party, was a cofounder of 
the Regional Gouncil.”’ 

Taking these two charges in 
order, the Southern Regional 
Council was not an offshoot of 
the Southern Conference for Hu- 
man Welfare, It was established 
in response to an appeal from 
respected Southern Negro leaders 
‘who met at Durham, N.C., in 
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in the Times-Dispatch 


ters because it was more con- 
servative than that organization 
and suspected of being in compe- 
tition with it. . - 

We must remember, too, that 
when the Southern Conference for 
Human Welfare was established 
in 1938 it was not suspected of 
having any Communist connec- 
tions and many well-intentioned 
and patriotic Southerners partici- 
pated in its early meetings. A 
number of these later joined the 
Southern Regional Council when 
they discovered the true purposes 
of the Conference for Human Wel- 
fare.

It was hoped that if these could 
be substantially lessened, the col- 
ored South would not look to the 
colored North for leadership. In-

End ‘Public-Be-Damned’ Attitude, 


Soviet Bureaucrats Are Ordered 


By WILLIAM J. JORDAN 


MOSCOW—The Central Commit- 
tee of the Communist party has is- 
gued instructions for rooting out 
a ‘‘public-be-damned” attitude on 
the part of bureaucrats and party 
officials. 

A decree on bureaucracy, red 
tape and the improper handling 
of complaints was discussed in the 
latest edition of the Communist 
party journal Partiynaya Zhizh 
(Party Life). It reflects unusual 
concern for public opinion, It alse 
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ingredients designed for 
! fer action against pain, 


demonstrates that many officials 
have been ignoring the people and 
their problems, 

It is time to expose these prac- 
tices an dthe officials who resort 
to them, the Central Committee 
has ruled. It has called for a re- 
turn to the injunction laid down 
by Lenin for a “relentless strug- 
gle” against “bureaucratism and 
specialists in red tape.” 

The official report on the Cen- 
tral Committee’s decision said 
Soviet citizens were writing |let- 
ters, making complaints and filing 
appeals with the authorities in in- 
creasing numbers. Many of them 
were concerned with personal 
problems. Others sought to bring 
to light weaknesses, failures and 
mistakes that should be corrected. 

The Central Committee has de- 
cided that the system for hearing 
citizen’s complaints and sugges- 
tions is poorly organizzed, It said 
that many officials were refusing 
to see callers.. People had to wait 
for hours just to get passes into 
waiting rooms, Once there, they 
cooled their heels for additional 
hours and then, if they were lucky, 
finally got to talk with someone. 
But that person, the party state- 
ment says, was likely to be a jun- 
jor official who could make no de- 
cisions. 

Most government and party of- 
ficers are open to visitors only 
during hours when most people are 
at their jobs. The Central Commit- 


public, including evening hours for 
day workers. 

The party called for the ex- 
posure of officials who were guil- 
ty of “delay and a heartless atti- 
tude toward people,”’ 

Radio and television are to be 
used to explain government and 
party decisions more fully and to 
answer listeners’ qquestions. 

National and local newspapers 
were instructed to do the same 
and to repose bureaucratic prac- 
tices in government and party op- 
erations. 

The Ministry of the Interior was 
singled out by the Central Com: 
mittee for its failure to supply in- 
formation reqquested by citizens, 
The ministry is the repository of 
all personal information on Soviet 
citizens and it was ordered to put 
its archives in order so it could 
provide the information sought. 

The party leaders said that one 
source of irritation on the part of 
citizens was their lack of under- 
standing of Soviet laws and de- 
crees. All propaganda organs were 
advised to publicize new laws and 
to explain them.

Below Normal 


In S. Georgia 


Stream flow in Georgia was 
normal in August in all sections 
of the state except south Geor- 
gia, the U.S. Geological Survey 
reported Thursday. 

This marks the first month 
since July, 1957, that flow has 
hipped below normal. The aver- 
age flow of the Alapaha River in 
south Georgia was reported 20 
per cent below the median for 
the month. 

Stream flow in north Georgia 
and central Georgia was about 
what is expected. 

Average flows in the Piedmont 
region of central Georgia were 
slightly below median. | 

While the August streamflow | 
figure is low for the month in 


| south Georgia, total flow since 


Jan. 1 is about two-and-a-half 
times that expected for the nor- 
mal year. 

Sumulative stream flow in 
northern Georgia is about nor- 
mal. In central Georgia, the | 
flow is about 15 per cent of the | 
median for a year. | 
Ground water levels in cen- | 
tral Georgia continued the sea- | 
sonal decline, dropping from one | 
to two feet in August. In Savan- 
nah, water levels fall to nearly 
three feet lower than last year. 
Water levels in Albany dropped 
to four feet. These declines are 
normal for the summer months, 
the Geological Survey reported.

Teamster Lawyer Got $15,750 
From Realtors for Arranging Loan 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Senate Rackets investi- 
gators said Thursday that teamster attorney George S. 
Fitzgerald received a $15,750 “finder’s fee” for helping 
a Detroit real estate firm land a millon dollar loan from 


the union’s welfare fund. 

The union stands to lose $600,- 
000 to $700,000 on the deal, ac- 
cording to testimony by Walter H. 
Henson, accountant - investigator 
for the Senate Rackets Commit- 
tee. 
“A fine way to borrow a mil- 
lion dollars,”” committee chair- 
man John L. McClellan com- 
mented after Henson traced de- 
tails of the transaction. 

Chief counsel Robert F. Ken- 
nedy accused the Winchester De- 
velopment Co., the company in- 
volved, of using “‘phony. invoices”’ 
to perpetrate “‘a deal within a 
deal”’ in connection with a sub- 
urban project for which the mon- 
ey had been lent. 

Fitzgerald denied the union 
would lose as much as Henson 
said. He told newsmen that at 
least $600,000 would be recovered. 
He complained that the committee, 
by recessing until Tuesday, left 
him “‘hanging over the weekend’”’ 
without an opportunity to explain 
the October, 1955, loan. 

Henson testified that the $15,750 
was Fitzgerald’s cut of a $35,000 
_ payment, the balance of which 
went to his law partner, Max 
Klayman, and to a George Stone, 
who was not identified by the 
committee. 

Henson said that on the basis

5 Physicists at Geneva Discover 


Clue to What Holds Atom Intact 


GENEVA—A group of physicists 
working at a European research 
center announced Thursday they 
had discovered one of the missing 
links in the forces that hold the 
atom together. It was said to be 
of great importance. 


Dr. Richard Feyman of the Cali- 
fornia Institu te of Technology 
danced a jig when he heard the 
news. He had taken no part in 
the discovery but he said it aided 
his own work by ironing out an 
anomaly in fundamental physics 
that had been worrying him for 
years. 

The discovery relates to the de 
cay or transformation of particles 
called pi-mesons thrown out when 
the hard cores of atoms are

ters of this joint European re- 
search project into fundamental 
physics are at Meyrin, near 
Geneva. 

The discovery was made by five 
physicists, Tito Fazini and Giu- 
seppi Fidecaro of Italy; Alexan- 
der W. Merrison of Britain; Hel- 
mut Paul of Austria, and Alvin 
Tollestrup of CalTech in the 
United States. 


Dr. Bernardino explained that 
the problem that had worried 
physicists for 23 years was why 
sub-microscopic bits of matter 
called pi-meson did not directly 
decay into electrons, the particles 
that encircle the heart of the core 
of an atom like a satellite around 
a planet. According to the theory 
first postulated by the Japanese 
physicist Yukawa in 1925, the 
nucleus or core of the atom is 
composed of bits of tightly-packed 
matter called protons and neu- 
trons held together by mesons that 
function as glue. They oscillate 
as an exchange force uniting the 


protons. Otherwise the 
core would fly apart. 

There are now known to be about 
16 fundamental particles and the 
mesons or pi-mesons not only bind 
the atomic core together but have 
a mass intermediate in weight be- 
tween the atomic core and its en- 
circling electrons. 


For this reason it was assumed 
that when an atomic force was 
chipped or smashed in an accele- 
rating machine (or by force of 
cosmic rays) the pi-mesons would 
be released and in a fraction of a 
second would decay into electrons. 
This at least was what Yukawa 
predicted. But it was found that 
instead they decayed into an 
intermediate particle called a 
mu-meson and then into an 
electron. Existence of the mu- 
meson could be explained in 
terms of the complicated equa- 
tions of fundamental physics, but 
by all known laws of matter there 
was no reason why researchers 
should not occassionally find a 
pi-meson that decayed directly in- 
to an electron. But they never 
found one. 

This fact has worried physicists. 
Wolfgang Pauli of Austria tried 
to build a theory to bridge the

The experiment has been re- 
peated again and again and the 
direct decay occurs, it has been 
found, about once in 10,000 times, 
which is approximately the re- 
lationship needed to regularize 
the mechanics of the decay 
theory. It ties in neatly with the 
theory of distribution of forces 
inside the atom.

NEW YORK (‘(AP)—Retail 
selling in Britain has to be 
cricket, you know. Bit of digni- 
ty and all that. 

‘No huckstering like here in 
the States. Definitely not. 

For one thing, the British are 
inclined to insist that price is 
not the most important consid- 
eration. 

‘For another, they prefer the 
Old Reliable to the Modern In- 
novation. 

‘And lastly, the British re- 
tailer keeps the customer's well- 
being in mind. 

“We like to encourage our 
people to buy only what they 
can afford.” said a _ neatly 
groomed visitor to the Ameri- 
can field of retail battle. Part 
of the encouragement to thrifti- 
ness is a whopping 10 per cent 
interest on installment buying: 

But, added Mrs. Patricia 
Adams of Wimbledon, there is 
at least one basic similarity be- 
tween female shoppers on both 
shores of the Atlantic. 

The British housewife is the 
game predatory huntress as her 
American cousin. Her nostrils 
flare and she bares her fangs 
at the most subtle scent of a 
sale 

“IT remember an incident at 
Fortnum and Mason, a very nice 
shop in Picadilly,”” said Mrs. 
Adams. “To give you an idea 
of the type shop it is, all the 
shop assistants ‘clerks’ on the 
first floor wear frock coats and, 
on occasion, carnations in their 
lapels. 

“They were holding their very 
first sale. They simply placed a 
smali sign in the window saying 
‘reductions’—that was all. 
‘‘Well! There was a mob scene. 
One woman had her mink cape 
torn from her shoulders.” — 

Mrs. Adams’ position as the 
only woman sales training direc- 
tor in the British Isles puts her 
in a position to observe such 
things. She travels throughout 
Britain teaching shop assistants 
the fine art of selling 

She came to the United States, 
where her firm has home of- 
fices, looking for sales pointers. 
Her quest took her into stores 
in Chicago; Fort Madison, lowa;

“You Americans are much 
more price conscious than we,” 
she said sternly. ‘This is re- 
flected in your store windows.

“Oh, we have competition in 
England, but we compete in 
service rather than price. And 
I think you will come around to 
our way of thinking. 

“If you keep cutting prices, 
you must lower the quality of 
the merchandise. And pretty 
soon you will end up with a junk 
heap.” 

The British, said Mrs. Adams, 
go more for quality. ‘“‘We like 
to say, ‘I've had this watch or 
this fountain pen for 20 years. 
Really good piece of merchan- 
dise, you know.’ 

“Americans are more gadget 
conscious, more inclined to try 
something new.”” . 

The thing that impressed Mrs. 
Adams most about over-the- 
counter salesmanship in the Col- 
onies was the way a sale was 
ended. 

*‘When an English shop assist- 
ant ends a sale, he says ‘Thank 
you, good afternoon.’ But here 
a salesgirl might say, “Thank 
you very much. Do come in 
again, won't you?’ It gives you 
—or at least it gave me—a feel- 
ing that she takes a personal in- 
terest in you, whether she does 


or not.’’ 
In teaching salesmanship, 
Mrs. Adams said, ‘‘the main 


concern anywhere—here or in 
England-~ is to get the shop as- 
sistant to forget price. If the 
customer is price conscious,’ he 
will ask the price soon enough.

Task of Teaching Children 
Is Mayor One for Parents 


By MARCIA WINN 

Thoughtful parents constant- 
ly question themselves and 
their actions. Was that deci- 
sion the wise one? Were they 
too abrupt in handling that 
problem? 

Were they right in so flatly 
banning that movie? Did yes- 
terday’s “no” mean ‘“‘maybe’’ 
and does today’s ‘‘maybe’”’ 
mean ‘‘yes’’? 

People who love their chil- 
dren never ar satisfied with 
what they do. They want to 
follow the right course, but 
learn quickly there is no single 
right approach, for every day 
rrings a new and different 
question requiring a different 
and often spur of the moment 
solution. 

There is so little time —a 
child’s formative years are said 
to be those under 6—and so 
much to do and no short cuts, 
and the task is great. 

The bishops of America sey- 
eral years ago outlined the 


four major tasks of parents as 


giving children a sense of God, 
a sense of responsibility, a 
sense of direction, and a sense 
of mission. In addition, I think, 
parents should give their chil- 
dren a sense of courage—cour- 
age to do and think and decide 
for themselves. 

‘ u just can’t be flabby with 
children and expect them to 
come out whole. You cannot 
meet their disappointments for 
them. You cannot smooth their 
way throughout all life. You 
cannot always glue the doll’s 
hair back on, fix the bicycle 
wheel, soften the cutting re- 
mark, or wheedle Johnny back 
into someone else’s favor. 

In later life parents are deep- 
ly saddened if they cannot 
rectify a child’s unhappy mar- 
riage or keep him from being 
fired or save him from disease. 
Most of them would willingly 
give their own happiness and 
he Ith to save that of their 
grown child. They would like 
Johnny to believe, as he did 
when small, that “Daddy can

Mike Krsnich, battin gonly .239 when he quit 
the club due to illness in May, has raised his bat- 
ting average into the .290s and has hit safely in 
27 of his last 30 games. 

Poochie Hartsfield, hititng in 28 of his last 34 
games, is also making a late season surge toward 
the .300 mark. Hartsfield would have been “‘hit- 
ting a ton,” as ball players say, except for an 
incredible early-season stretch during which he 
was robbed of numerous hits and his best blows 
streaked straight at fielders. 

Rightfielder Ben Downs, batting only .246 for 
Little Rock before Atlanta picked him up as a 
free agent, has mauled 12 of his 23 home runs in 
the Cracker cause. And Bib Ben has batted in 
34 runs while cracking at a .297 clip since being 
acquired July 13. 

John DeMerit, Milwaukee’s $100,000 bonus guy, 
has shown signs of coming out of his prolonged 
batting slump, too. DeMerit, who batted in the 
winning run in the final 2-1 conquest at Chatta- 
nooga, has lashed six safeties in his last 14 trips. 

It goes without saying, of course, that the year- 
long features of the 1958 Crackers have been fine 
pitching, great clutch hitting by Meeks, Chuck 
Cottier’s remarkable keystone performances and 
outfielder Bruce Barmes’ all-round excellence.
